Special to the Post-Dispatch. , 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 15 — An

The striking CIO Communica- 
tions Workers Union took the of- 
fensive against what it called a 
“lockout” of about’ 15,000 non- 
striking telephone workers by the 
American Telephone and Tele- 
graph Co., parent company of 
Western Electric. 

The union said it would take 
legal steps to cofhpel A.T.&T. to 
pay $150,000 per day in salaries 
to non-strikers not permitted to 
work because they honored strik- 
ers’ picket lines. 

Company Policy on Work. 

This action was an outgrowth 
of A.T.&T. policy announced Mon- 
day under which long distance 
operators and other non-strikers 
were informed they would have 
to give assurance. they would not 
leave their jobs when Western 
Electric pickets appeared or they 
could not work. — 

The demand for salaries for 
these employes was accompanied 
by a of “discriminatory 
lockout” charges filed against 
A.T.&T. by the union with the 
National Labor Relations Board in 
New York and elsewhere. 

Meanwhile, Western Electric 
strikers continued their “hit-and- 
run” picketing against A. T. & T. 
and offices of the Bell telephone 
system, also an A. T. & T. sub- 
sidiary. 

In Philadelphia, police and 
pickets hauled and shoved for 
the second successive day in a 
sporadic two-hour e, Sev- 
eral ‘times the police opened 
wedges in the picket line so em- 
ployes could slip into the Bell 
main exchange there. 

Pickets at 3 East Side Offices. 

In the St. Louis area, pickets | 
failed to show up this morning 
at four exchanges ‘they patrolled 
yesterday, but they jarrived in 
surprise moves at various times 
during the day at three exchanges 
on the East Side and two in St. 
Louis and St. Louis county. 

East Side Exchanges picketed 
today were at East St. Louis and 
Granite City and the small Mid- 
way office outside East St. Louis. 
On this side of the river picket 
lirles were placed at. FOrest ex- 
change, 5189 Delmar boulevard, 
and the Hiland office at 7220 Lan- 
ham avenue, Maplewood. 

Service was only slightly af- 
fected, though union employes 
left their jobs, because equip- 
ment serving all exchanges ex- 
cept Midway are of the dial type. 
Lines also were set up at two 
Southwestern Bell garages. 
Some Operators “Sent Home.” 

A. T. & T. officials said that 
at its long lines office at 2654 
Locust street, which twice has 
been disrupted by picket lines 
appearing suddenly in front of 
the building, 183 of the 300 long- 
distance operators have refused to 
accept the company’s order to 
work regularly and have been 
“sent home.” Thirty-seven men 
technicians also are off the job, 
the company said. 

Southwestern Bell has invoked 
a modified form of the A.T. & T. 
order. Under it employes who 
leave their jobs or are late be- 
cause of picket line are not per- 
mitted to go to work until their 
next regularly schedueld tour of 
duty.

The California Crime Commis- 
sion charged yesterday that the 
United States Internal Revenue 
Bureau “fostered the growth of 
big-time racketeering through 
laxity, favoritism and corruption 
in enforcement of income tax 
laws.”

NEVADA GAMBLING 
IS UNDER INQUIRY

LAS VEGAS, Nev., Nov. 15— 
Legalized gambling in Nevada 
and its ties with national crime 
syndicates and politics came un- 
der the scrutiny of the Senate 
Crime Committee here today. 

The investigation began in the 
midst of an income tax scandal 
uncovered yesterday by the Cali- 
fornia Crime Commission, in 
which United States internal rev- 
enue agents and Nevada residents 
were involved.

The 1950 St. Louis Award was |

The award, a certificate of cita- 
tion and a check for $1000, was 
presented to Holzhausen at a 
ceremony in Mayor Joseph M. 
Darst’s office at City Hall. Pres- 
entation was made by J. Wesley 
McAfee, president of Union Elec- 
tric Co. of Missouri and a mem- 
ber of the six-man committee 
which each year selects an out- 
standing citizen as recipient of 
the honor. 

Holzhausen, who expressed his 
gratitude for the award, said, 
however, that he felt it should be 
shared by the 1800' men and 
women of. the police force and 
turned over the $1000 check to 
the St. Louis Police Relief As- 
sociation “‘so that it can be shared 
eventually by all in the depart- 
ment.” 

The Mayor, offering his con- 
gratulations, said the award con- 
stituted a tangible and enduring 
expression of the community’s 
gratitude for good works per- 
formed in its behalf. 

Basis of Selection. 

The citation said Halzhausen 
was selected: 

“For the outstanding manner in 
which he conducted himself as | 
president of the Board,of Police | 
Commissioners at a time when 
the citizens of St. Louis were 
greatly disturbed about the man- 
agement of the Police Depart- 
ment; 

“For his great moral courage 
and determination, displayed in

Stephenson, who as Klan leader 
was one of the most powerful po- 
litical leaders in Indiana history, 
has been sought since September. 

Freed in March by Indiana Gov. 
Henry Schricker after serving 25 
years for the murder of Madge 
Oberholtzer, packed his belong- 
ings and disappeared on Aug. 30 
from Carbondale, Ill., where he 
had been working. 

It was his notoriety that led 
to his capture today. A Sunday 
newspaper article published in 
the twin cities carried his pic- 
ture. Carold Johnson, plant su- 
perintendent at a weekly news- 
paper where Stephenson was 
working, identified the picture,

Stresses Need of DDT. 

He stressed the importance of 
using DDT and other insecticides 
to kill the offenders, various re- 
pellents to drive them away and, 
in some cases, treatment to reduce 
the sensitivity. 

Among those troubled by insect 
allergy, Dr. Bowen mentioned the 
Eskimos, who suffer from car- 
buncles, hives and general dis- 
comfort caused by flea bites. 

“The Eskimo during the coldest | 
season will not change his clothes | 
for three or four months,” he ex- | 
plained, “During this period the | 
fleas on the dog seek a warmer | 
host, since dogs are never permit- | 
ted in the igloo. | 

“Not having DDT, the Eskimo | 
has through the ages devised a | 
unique technique in catching the 
fleas. He uses a special instru- 
ment made of a handle of curved 
caribou bone, at the end of which | 
is attached a tuft of bear hairs. 

Cracks Them in Teeth. 

“Slowly, gravely, he slips the 
instrument down his back, be- 
tween the skin and the cloth, and 
waits. The bear hairs must be 
unusually attractive to fleas, for 
when, a moment later, the. Eski- 
mo removes the device, it is full 
of them. One by one, he delicate- 
ly takes them between the thumb | 
and index finger, then cracks | 
them between his teeth like a 
gelicacy.”

This would allow corporations 
to. pay the regular income tax 
rate on earnings below a speci- 
fied percentage of investment, 
then pay the 75 per cent excess 
profits tax on all amounts above 
that allowance. 

Provision for Small Firms. 
Snyder cited the aliowances of 


that kind in the World War II 


excess profits tax, then said they 
should be “increased by about 
one-fourth to one-third.” 

The World War II allowances 
were listed as: 8 per cent on 
the first $5,000,000 of invested 
capital, 6 per cent on the next 
$5.000.000, and 5 per cent on 
amounts above $10,000.000.

corporations using the base pe- 
riod earnings credit in figuring 
their taxes.

“A minimum credit concen- 
trates relief in the lower net in- 
come brackets, since it can be 
utilized only by those firms whose 
computed credits are less than 
$25,000.

K proposed . balanced budget 
for St. Louis county for 1951, 
calling for general operating ex- 
penditures of $2,422,241, was. sub- 
mitted to the county court today 
by County Auditor Clarentée Hack- 
mann. The court filed the pro- 
posed budget for action by the 
new County. Council, which will 
take office after Jan. 1. 
Hackmann pointed out that 
under the new County Charter, 
the county must operate on a 
balanced budget, under which the 
expenditures must not exceed 
estimated revenues, based on 
actual receipts for the previous 
year, 

The budget*he prepared, Hack- 
mann reported, would wipe out 
the county’s accumulated general 
revenue deficit of about $350,000.

The major items include: Sher- 
iff’s office, $213,685; Circuit | 
Clerk's office, $101,525; the pau- | 
per’s and insane fund, $245,007, 
and maintenance of the county 
courthouse, $118,525. 

The county auditor pointed out 
that the estimated general reve- 
nue receipts for 1951 are based 
on the county’s present over-all 
assessed property valuation of 
$456,000,000. He said, however, 
that the property valuation would 
probably increase by $19,000,000 
next year, which may prove a 
source of additional county tax 
income. 

The general county operating 
expenses rae paid out of general 
revenue funds, received from the 
county property tax of 35 cents 
on the $100 valuation.

It is now clear that the United | 
States is going to be operating in} 
Western Europe in a big way for| 
years to come. The possibilities | 
for waste, or for economy, are al- 
most limitless. Even a swift glance | 
at the proportions of the Ameri- 
can operational colossus in Eu- 
rope indicates that it is high 
time for something to be done 
about it. 

On the military side, American 
forces in Western Germany are 
expected to increase steadily to a 
minimum of five divisions com- 
pared to two divisions now sta- 
tioned there. A large American 
army will probably have to be 
kept in Germany indefinitely. ‘ 

American forces in Europe will 
also include a large tactical air 
force in Germany, a strategic 
bombing force in Britain “ready | 
to take off tomorrow” and naval / 
forces based on British ports. 
Economic Aid Likely to Go On. 

In the economic field, Marshall 
plan aid is due to end July 1, 
1952, but it is now certain that 
heavy American aid will have to 
continue indefinitely. Europe | 
cannot balance its books and re- 
arm at the same time. Somebody 
will have to administer this aid 
program. 

In the pure political sphere, 
the United States Foreign Serv- | 
ice, already huge, will grow both 
in size and importance during the 
period of American dominance in | 
Western European affairs. | 

Special groups of American of- 
ficials will be stationed over here | 
in connection with the North At- | 
lantic Treaty Organization, with 
headquarters in London, the mili- 
tary aid program and other ma- 
jor operations. 

The experts see an urgent need 
for streamlining in both the mili- 
tary and civilian fields. 

The establishment of some five 
divisions in western Germany in- 
stead of the present two divisions 
means a change for the troops 
stationed there. 

There are already 40,000 sol- 
diers’ dependents in western Ger- 
many. It is obvious that the same

when the new divisions arrive. & ‘ 
Without causing real hardship to 
anybody it is also probable that 
the extremely high standard of 
living enjoyed by officers and 
non-commissioned men and their 
families wil) have to be reduced. 
Civilian Job Complicated. 

The civilian operation is a lot 
more complicated. In the opinion 
of some seasoned officials it calls 
for nothing less than the “con-/f 
solidation” or “integration” of 
the United States Foreign Serv- 
ice and the Economic Co-opera- 
tion Administration or that or- 
ganization’s successor. 

Experts feel that if American | 
economic assistance to Europe is 
going to be continued indefinite- 
ly, it should be tied in directly 
with American diplomacy in the 
field as well as in Washington. 

They find it wrong, for ex- 
ample, to have three American 
ambassadors in Paris, two of them 
functioning in connection with 
the Marshall plan and one as the 
regular United States ambassa- 
dor. The Marshall plan people 
do not tell the Embassy about 
everything they do and say and 
the lower ranks are constantly 
tripping over one another in their 
dealings with the French. 

American embassies and lega- 
tions now resemble the prewar 
beehives operated by the Japa- 
nese, the Germans and the Rus- 
sians. Even in such minor capi- 
tals as The Hague or Brussels 
where a handful of Americans 
once held the fort we now have 
several offices, fleets of automo- 
biles and so many persons that 
special telephone directories are 
published periodically. 

The ECA organization has had 
— most phenomenal growth of 


When W. Averell Harriman 
took charge of ECA operations in 
Europe in 1948 he said privately 
that his Office of Special Repre- 
sentative in Paris would never 
have more than 50 people on its 
staff. Possibly he meant Ameri- 
cans. At the latest count, Sept. 
30, 1950, it had 554 Americans 
and 702 non-Americans on its 
payroll. 

Others Administering Plan. 

The 1279 working for the OSR 
are not the only persons who 
administer the Marshall plan in 
Europe. There are 18 special mis- 
sions to the participating coun- 
tries employing 840 Americans 
and 1084 others, a total of 1924. 
There is also a very large Mar- 
shall plan organization in Wash- 
ington. 

If American aid to Europe is 
going to be a permanent or semi- 
permanent institution it stands to 
reason that ECA, or its successor, 
will have to be brought closer} 
into line with the regular for-| 
eign service.

| dition to a study of the aluminum 
situation, a letter he wrote last 
week to Interior Secretary Oscar 
L, Chapman in which he said that 
Chapman was “about to make a 
vital and historic decision on 
aluminum capacity.” He asked 
Chapman to recognize the follow- 
ing assertions: 

1. That the use of hydro-elec- 
tric power for aluminum is not 
the most valuable use of this 
resource, as the production of 
aluminum ingots uses little 
manpower, creates little pur- 
chasing power and adds little to 
any regional economy. 

2. That the entrance into the 
industry of Kaiser and Reynolds 
(as competitors to Alcoa) has 
not produced any price compe- 
tition. These two newcomer 
“have traveled regularly, hap- 
pily and profitably under 
Alcoa’s price umbrella.” 

3. That new high cost plants 
in the United States, if put in 
the hands of the big three, may 
again only become a total loss 
to the taxpayers or will serve as 
an additional price umbrella

A double life led by Thomas M. 
Dye, married man and father of 
four children, came to light yes- 
terday when he shot Mrs. Erna E. 
Kayser, with whom he had been 
living part time, and then shot 
himself. Both are in serious con- 
dition at City Hospital with shot- 
gun wounds. 

The shooting took place at 4442 
Forest Park avenue, where Dye 
and Mrs. Kayser had a room, and 
where they were known as “Mr. 
and Mrs. Kayser.” Other room- 
ers said Mrs. Kayser came in 
shortly before 5 p.m. from her 
job as cashier at a downtown cafe- 
teria, and went to the room. 

A few minutes later there was 
a shot and Mrs. Kayser, still 
wearing her fur coat, collapsed in 
the doorway of the room, shot in | 
the back.

A second dis- 
charged shell was on the floor, 
indicating that Dye had reloaded 
the weapon after shooting Mrs. 
Kayser. Neither Dye nor Mrs. 
Kayser was able to make a state- 
ment,

had returned several times since 
then.

‘alone, was in effect here before 
/his arrival in 1948.

HIS thing in Korea is the $32 question. In about a week or 
10 days, we should know whether the $64 question is coming 
This is how one important official, who has takén 


part in the secret, tense debates within the Government since the 
Chinese intervened in Korea, sums up the situation which now 
confronts this country and its allies. 


The “$32 question” is this: Are 
the Chinese Communists, with the 
support of the Kremlin, ready for 
an all-out war in Korea? It must 
be said at the outset that no one 
in official Washington pretends 
really to know the answer to this 
question. 

It is still considered conceivable 
that the minimum Chinese objec- 
tive is a guarantee of unmolested 
access to the important hydro- 
electric installations on the Yalu 
river, and a further: guarantee of 
the Chinese frontiers. If this is 
so, the Chinese move has been 
supremely illogical, simply be- 
cause it has made attacks on 
Chinese territory and the destruc- 
tion of the Yalu river plants a 
great deal more, rather than less, 
likely. 

Surprised MacArthur. 


Yet the timing of the Chinese 
move was also supremely illogical 


Douglas MacArthur assured Pres- 
ident Truman at Wake that the 
danger of intervention had passed. 
Thus it is at least possible that 
the Chinese, spurred on by the 
Kremlin, intervened at the last 
moment, in a spasm of dogma- 
induced fear that an invasion of 
China itself was planned by the 
“American imperialists.” The fact 
that the Chinese forces still trans- 
parently disguised as ‘“volun- 
teers,” were withdrawn, instead of 
following up the vicious surprise 
attack which threw the United 
Nations forces off balance, tends 
to support this hopeful view. 

This is why frantic efforts by 
every means are now being made 
to reassure the Chinese. The 
course of events in the United 
Nations and elsewhere in the 
next few days will show whether 
or not the hopeful view is justi- 
fied. But there is, unfortunately, 
plenty of evidence which suggests 
that in this situation, as so often 
before, the wish has been father 
to the thought. 

The central fact is that rein- 
forcements for the Chinese forces 


and 500,000 men, is being mobil 
ized just across the border. There 
are other indications, like the at- 
tacks by the latest Soviet-made 
jet fighters on American planes, 
that the objectives of the Chi- 
nese and their Soviet. allies are by 
no means limited. Officials here 
are haunted by the fear that the 
apparent .withdrawal is no more 
than a regrouping, preparatory to 
an assault intended to cut 
through the center of the United 
Nations lines to the Sea of Japan. 


Some for Defense Line. 

If this attack occurs, it will be 
the signal that the Chinese Com- 
munists and their allies in the 
Kremlin are ready to go the 
whole way in Korea, whatever the 
consequences. It will mean, in 
short, that the answer to the 
“$32 question” is an ominous 
“ves.” 

In this event, certain Amer- 
ican officials believe-that the im- 
mediate military response should 
be an attempt to establish a firm 
defensive line across the narrow 
neck of the Korean peninsula, 
north of Pyongyang, in order to 
gain time and at least postpone 
an unlimited American _commit- 
ment. Yet this decision will really 
rest with the man on the spot, 
Gen. MacArthur. It is not likely 
that he will favor any such pas- 
sive course. 

Indeed, there is reason to be- 
lieve that he is now readying his 
forces for a general offensive, de- 
signed to throw all Chinese troops 
out of Korea, and that this offen- 
sive is being delayed only te 
give time for further negotiation 
in the United Nations. But as 
Gen. MacArthur himself has im- 
plied, such an offensive cann 
succeed while the Chinese base 
in Manchuria remains immune 
from air attack. Therefore an 
offensive is almost sure to mean 
the bombing of Chinese instal- 
lations and supply lines in Man- 
churia and probably in China 
proper. ) 

Would Delight Kremlin.

that “if we do not spend the money, it will only 
go to the tax collector.” Other arguments 
-against this tax, such as ‘difficulty of adminis- 
tration and its especially heavy burden on new 
enterprises, also are cited.

The real crux of the argument, however, con- 
cerns the alternative proposed by the CED. 
Assuming an annual federal budget of more 
than 60 billions in.the years ahead, the CED 
would have Congress impose a flat tax of 38 
per cent on corporate profits. 
there would be a special defense profits tax 
of 15 per cent, this levy to be repealed when it 
is no longer necessary. In the meantime, cor- 
porations would be paying a total tax of 53 
per cent. The recommendation of such a figure 
certainly absolves the CED of any charge of 
shirking. 

According to the committee’s calculations, this 
promises a balanced budget. Also, it would 
leave corporate profits generally on the 1947- 
1949 level. Some may argue that a deeper cut 
is warranted by a national emergency. But tax 
rates must be set by the revenue needed. There 
is no point in raising more money than the situ- 
ation demands. 

The question, then, is whether this arrange- 
ment puts a fair share of the defense burden 
on business. The CED replies that to a consid- 
erable extent, levies on profits represent double 
taxation since individuals must pay a further 
tax on the earnings when distributed. But aside 
from this, the CED proposes only a 5 per cent 
tax increase on that part of personal incomes in 
excess of exemptions and the 1951 tax which 
already has been set by Congress. According 
to the CED, this would leave the burden about 
evenly divided between corporate profits and 
individual incomes with the balance to be made 
up by excise taxes.

All allocations of the tax burden are bound 
to be somewhat arbitrary, but the proposed flat 
5 per cent rate certainly will raise questions as 
to whether it is wise and just to depart from 
the principle of graduating income taxes. 

Another serious question will be raised in 
connection with the committee’s desire to check 
inflation by fiscal and credit management rather 
than by: across-the-board controls as recom- 
mended by Bernard M. Baruch. We feel the 
committee is far too optimistic in its feeling 
that such controls are not needed. 

Aside from this, its recommendations merit 
close study. They deserve this not so much 
because of their specific details, but because 
they represent an earnest attempt to solve the 
problem of taxation—which is unpleasant to 
everybody—in a spirit of fairness and with no 
more disturbance of the nation’s economy than 
circumstances demand.

As one interested in the clean city, 
we sympathize with New York's ban on cigarette 
butts. As one who loves the sweeping gesture, 
we reserve the right to shed a private tear. No 
more will the smoker take his cigarette between 
the heel of his thumb and the nail of his middle 
finger and flip it, in one of the most expressive 
gestures of finality known. 

The Gothamite who is through with his cig- 
arette must tear it apart, scatter the ashes and 
preserve the paper to dispose of later. In this 
act he will not be insouciant, he will present a 
picture of deadly seriousness.. Clean, but grim. 

Hitherto, the way a man disposed of a cigar- 
ette expressed his character and his mood. 
Crushing it out in an ash tray, he was reflective, 
deliberate, perhaps even a little cruel. Tossing 
it into a distant cuspidor, he was artistic, play- 
ful, airy. Grinding it under his heel, he was one 
who had forgworn the past and had his face 
turned only to the future. 

But flipping was the best of all. It had the 
flair of striking a match under a thumbnail or 
on a trouser seat, of rolling a cigarette with 
one hand, of shielding a match against a high 
wind with an easy grace. The veriest green- 
horn could hardly be non-nonchalant when flip- 
ping away a cigarette. A devil-may-care gesture 
it was. A gesture of high good humor, putting 
the world in its place.

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War on the World’s Roof 


Tibet’s desperate cry for assistance against 
the invaders from Peiping is appealing because 
of the romance associated with the very name 
of the remote land. It is appealing because of 
the truth of the Dalai lama’s government’s ob- 
servation that this invasion is “the grossest in- 
stance of the violation of the weak by the 
strong.” It is appealing because of Peiping’s 
brazen lie that the Communists are “liberating 
the Tibetans from intriguing foreign powers.” 

But there seems to be little that the non- 
Communist world can do to help in the West's 
present military straits. Even the legal basis 
for any possible assistance is uncertain. As is 
shown by the hesitancy of even India or Nation- 
alist China in espousing the Tibetan cause, the 
status of Tibet is sufficiently clouded to permit 
Communist China to make e case for its claim 
to sovereignty. 

There certainly is no justification for excited 
alarm over the invasion. Although Tibet is 
squarely in the middle of one of the most dis- 
turbed areas of the world, it is well screened 
from its neighbors. No matter who is in control, 
it will still be fenced off from India and Nepal 
by the Himalaya mountains. Tibet adjoins 
Kashmir, but it seems doubtful that a Commu- 
nist regime in Lhasa could have much effective 
influence in that disputed area. 

The best back door to India is still the 
Khyber Pass, from Afghanistan. Whatever eco-

been discovered yet. And it is not likely to 
make a great deal of difference to most Tibetans 
in the immediate future whether they are ruled

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Corruption We Can’t Afford 

Rackets are the fertilizer which makes cor- 
ruption flourish like the green bay tree. This 
has been shown once more by the report of the 
California Commission on Organized Crime. The 
report is a chapter and verse story of the poi- 
soning of public morality in those high places in 
which rectitude should be most unassailable. 


The California commission tells how officers 
of the Bureau of Intermal Revenue, once the 
arch-enemy of gangsters and racketeers, have 
closed their eyes to gross income tax violations, 
and profited by this purposeful blindness. This 
story of organized gambling, shady race tracks, 
prostitution and abortion rackets, dope peddlers 
and shake-down artists makes sordid reading. 
But the facts must be turned up if the yvicious- 
ness is to be stamped out. 


True, the commission is not able to speak 
with the finality of a court. It did not even 
have the authority to call witnesses. Those not 
fully in sympathy with it may see a tendency to 
make the sensational most of its material. The 
fact remains, however, that the commission was 
made up of men of good repute, being headed 
by Admiral William H. Standley, retired, and 
being fully supported by Gov. Earl Warren. 
And there is no getting away from its ability 
to specify names, dates and amounts, including 
the name of the slain Missouri gangster-politi- 
cian, Charles Binaggio. 

This report must be read, first of all, as a

Bureau of Internal Revenue in California and 
wherever there is cause for suspecting similar 
deterioration. California is not the only state 
in which the profits of vice are big enough to 
enable racketeers to pay the price of immunity 
from the law. 


More is needed, however, than a clean-up in 
a few offices of the Bureau of Internal Revenue. 
The rackets which tempted the tax collectors to 
forget their duty must be cleaned out, or at 
least so cut down to size that local authorities 
can cope with them. Pressure should be 
brought to bear on prosecuting officials, federal, 
state and local. 

But beyond everything else stand the alle- 
gations concerning the Federal Bureau of Inter- 
nal Revenue, and these are shocking. The 
Senate Crime Committee is going to California 
to investigate racketeering there. It should 
start at the top, and uncover the record of the 
federal tax agency. 
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The St. Louis Award

Their hopes were soon dashed. Guided by 
Mr. Holzhausen, the Police Board strengthened 
the police force. And St. Louis has remained 
free of the kind of highly commercialized crime 
which has captured some other cities. 

Mr. Holzhausen now states that he will con- 
tribute the $1000 which goes with the St. Louis 
Award to the Police Relief Association. This is 
a generous, public-spirited action, which further 
justifies the community’s congratulations.

Thanksgiving Stays Put 

The scores of readers who have called the 
Post-Dispatch to know why Thanksgiving falls on 
the fourth Thursday in November this year will 
be glad to know that the holiday is well stabi- 
lized there now. It’s about time, too. Thanks- 
giving had been bobbing around on the calendar 
so long that a body couldn’t concentrate prop- 
erly on thankfulness, it was that distracting. 


It was the editor of Godey’s Ladies’ Book who 
first got tired of a vacillating Thanksgiving date 
and persuaded President Lincoln to do some- 
thing about it. Thanksgiving was started by 
the Continental Congress before this country 
had a President—in 1777. The first President to 
proclaim it was Washington, in 1789. President 
Jefferson did not believe in it, and President 
Madison believed in it so much that he pro- 
claimed two Thanksgivings in 1815, the first on 
Jan. 12 and the second on April 13. So Thanks- 
giving was pretty much wherever you found it 
when Mr. Lincoln pinned it down in 1864 to the 
last Thursday in November. 

President Johnson changed the date; so did 
President Franklin Roosevelt, by moving it 
ahead a week in 1939. That last new deal for 
the Thanksgiving date is the one that makes 
people most uncertain about it now. But Con- 
gress, in a reassuring joint resolution Dec. 26, 
1941, declared that whereas a fixed date was 
desirable, therefore the fourth Thursday in No- 
vember every year should be it. Which is now 
another nice thing to be thankful for. 
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The Cost of School Segregation 

Missouri’s segregated public school system is 
on the defensive because of repeated court rul- 
ings. The State Supreme Court now has upheld 
a St. Louis circuit court ruling that white 
schools here must admit Negroes, when Negro 
schools do not offer equivalent courses. 


The state court had little choice in the mat- 
ter, for the United States Supreme Court had 
already established this principle. But in the 
present case, the St. Louis public school system 
tried to dodge the issue. 

Two Negro brothers had sought admission to 
Hadley Technical School for a course in aero- 
mechanics which was not offered at Washington 
Technical School for Negroes. Instead of grant- 
ing the request, Superintendent of Instruction 
Philip J. Hickey announced that the course 
would be dropped. 

This action avoided the admission of Negroes 
at Hadley, and also made it unnecessary to 
offer:a similar course at Washington. It rescued 
the official segregation policy. But aside from 
preventing two Negroes from studying aero- 
mechanics, the schools also denied the subject 
to 47 white students who were studying it. 

Under the court rulings, St. Louis can main- 
tain educational segregation only at high cost. 
The public schools can duplicate for the Negro 
minority every facility given to whites, which

The Lost Generation of Americans 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Youths who served in World War II are now, as reservists, on pre- 
ferred call fur the new draft; wage earners and business and pro- 
fessional men face prospect of having to start life anew a third time 
in middle age; even those uncalled are handicapped by uncertainty.

A “lost generation” of young men, now 
in their late 20s and 30s, is being built in 
this country. 

It is the group of inactive, volunteer 
and unassigned reserves of the armed 
forces who are in line to qualify for the 
new lost generation. 

More than 200,000 of their number al- 
ready are its members, called back for a 
second prolonged period of military serv- 
ice. Other thousands 
are being drawn 
back into the armed 
forces each month. 

These are men 
who already have 
given years of mili- 
tary service to the 
country. In each 
case, they are men 
who have broken 
their civilian ties 
once, left their jobs, 
their schooling, their 
families to go to war. 
; In most cases, they 

ave drawn no pay 
aS “professional re- Gen. Marshall 
servists” in peacetime. But, because they 
earned wartime commissions or agreed to 
be available in a future emergency, they 
are called again later in life, giving up 
business enterprises, professions, civilian 
careers that are often just starting, break- 
ing the ties once more. 

At the same time, they see others, with 
equal ability and often without prior serv- 
ice, Safe from call by the armed forces. 

Friends or associates, who are not on 
military lists of available men, can go 
ahead in their civilian lines, get the 
breaks, while those called back into mili- 
tary service sacrifice more years of prog- 
ress in their chosen fields. 


Where Do They Stand? 


What potential members of the lost gen- 
eration are asking is some assurance of 
what is expected of them. More than 
2,000,000 men, who find themselves in that 
category, are seeking some sign of their 
chances of being called. 


No clear-cut system has been announced 
by the services to date. Nor is there any 
real word of what the timetables may be, 
or when release could be expected. 

An answer to the uncertainty, however, 
is to be made, at least in part. A formula 
to be used in showing each reservist 
where he stands has been recommended 
by a special armed services board, headed 
by Brig. Gen. Melvih J. Maas, and is 
scheduled by George Marshall, new De- 
fense Secretary, to be acted on soon. 


But the lost generation is to go on 
growing in size. The pattern of what to 
expect is appear in the stories now 
pouring into Washington, in thousands of 
examples coming to the attention of Con- 
gressmen and reserve officials. 


A youth of 18, just out of high school, 
in 1942, volunteered for the Army. He 
fought in Europe, earned an officer’s com- 
mission and was mustered out four years 
later, in 1946. He then began his college 
tr under the G.I. Bill of Rights. In 
June 1950 at 26, he was graduated. He got 
a job, e g to start his civilian career 
ce most college graduates get 


started at the age of 22. But he worked 
only a few months. Now, as an inactive 
reservist, he is being called back into 
the Army for at least 21 months of addi- 
tional service. When he gets out, he will 
be 28 and starting almost from scratch. 
He has the feeling of being left out of 
the procession as far as his chosen career 
is concerned. 


What causes most of his misgivings is 
the position of another youth in the same 
firm, who was exempted from military 
service in 1942. With no wartime military 
service, he has a four-year start in his ci- 
vilian job and has no.reserve status now. 
Safe from any 21-month recall, he thus will 
have a six-year edge over the veteran. 
Chances are good that he will get the big 
promotions, the advantage in income, with 
his family well established by the time the 
veteran comes back from his added years 
of military service to get started all over 
again at the bottom of the ladder. 


The Issue Is Growing 


It is these three categories of reservists 
that are being hit hardest—the youths 
who haven't yet had time to get started 
on their civilian careers, the business men 
who must sell out and start over again 
later, and the professional men who are 
not yet established in their fields, or who 
must sacrifice private practices already 
established. 


But there are dozens of other situations 
that are to produce many candidates for 
the new lost generation. 

Farmers, too, are qualifying as members 
of the “lost generation.” 


Reserve status, often forced upon vet- 
erans when they left the service at war's 
end, is affecting individuals not being 
called up at this time, too. 


In hundreds of reported cases, veterans 
are being refused jobs, denied promotions, 
and even fired from present jobs because 
of the uncertainty of their status if more 
reservists are called back to uniform. 

That uncertainty may be relieved when 
the priority system for recalling veterans 
is firmly established. 


But the bigger problem—that of forcing 
some men with superior qualifications to 
serve in the armed forces for perieds of 
several years twice within a decade, while 
others are not called at all—remains as a 
growing issue. 


More Than 200,000 Already 


At the bottom of that problem is the 
fact that the armed forces, needing ex- 
perienced manpower, are calling far more 
reservists than draftees for the expansion. 


More than 200,000 of these veterans al- 
ready have received orders to drop their 
civilian careerg and resume military duty, 
while fewer than 100,000 youths have been 
called up for the first time by drafting. 

The result is that the real price of Unit- 
ed States remobilization is starting to be 
paid by the lost generation of Americans 
who fought in the Army, Navy or Marine 
Corps during the last war and now are 
to be called up for the second time for 


prolonged military service.

Between Book Ends 


European Ideas in America 


THE AMERICAN WRITER AND THE EUROPEAN TRA- 
DITION, Edited by Margaret Denny and William H. 
oa (University of Minnesote Press, 192 pgs., 


As John H. Randall reminds us in “The 
Making of the Modern Mind.” America, 
“despite its relatively new background, is 
as much a part of European civilization as 
Rome herself.” This is the thesis pursued 
in the 12 essays collected here after being 
originally delivered as lectures in a series 
of four signally successful conferences at 
the University of Rochester (N.Y.) in the 
winter of 1948-49. The warmly receptive 
audience at Rochester included freshmen, 
graduate students, college professors and 
townspeople. The editors of this volume 
seem correct, then, in feeling that it will 
interest and edify the general reader as 
well as the scholar. 

Chronologically and topically, the order 
of the essays in their printed form is that 
in which they were presented at Roches- 
ter. In continuity and topical unity they 
deal with basic questions posed by the 
editors—namely: What was the original 
heritage of European ideas in America and 
how have European ideas continued to in- 
fluence American letters? What ideas, 
what ways of thinking, and what intellec- 
tual attitudes are indigenous to America? 
What, in outline, have been the reception 
and influence of American letters in 
Europe?

From Louis B. Wright’s “The Renais- 
sance Tradition in America” to Harry 
Levin’s “Some European Views of Con- 
temporary American Literature,” these es- 
says ably answer these seminal questions. 

Mr. Wright points to Thomas Jefferson 
as “the culmination of the Renaissance 
tradition in America,” a man of learning 
and a man of the world, intellectual kin 
of Erasmus, Vittorino da Feltre, Philip 
Sidney, a gentleman in all that word con- 
notes and like his Renaissance forebears 


. insisting on the individual citizen's respon- 


sibilities to society. Theodore Hornberger 
traces the inspiration and growth of the 
American Dream, going far back to show 
how our idea of equality and those of 
political equality and social planning 
originally appeared (“the basic issues of 
life, and the ideas which men and women 
bring to bear upon those issues, remain 
remarkably stable”). 
“ « . 

Robert E. Spiller dilates upon Benjamin 
Franklin as a means of discovering 
through him “the breaking of the Ameri- 
can colonial shell.” He sees Franklin’s im- 
portance as twofold: his “ability to absorb 
the liberal thought of his day, and to put 
into practice in America those ideas which 
remained mere theory in Europe where 
they originated.” 

In its entirety this small but richly 
charged volume is informative and chal- 
lenging, whether examining our literary 
cosmopolitanism or the function of Ameri- 
can writers as critics of American society. 

There are only the least obtrusive of 
notes to indicate something of the precise 
scholarship behind these deceptively read- 
able essays. Only rarely does one or an- 
other of the authors forget good taste or 
yield to what one might call hit-and-run 
English. Certainly Mr. Levin is swinging 
with lordly arrogance when he calls 
J. Donald Adams a professional philistine, 
the Sitwells “transient Georgian relics,” 
and so on. But in a book so full of tart 
and trenchant truths, a few such invidious 
cracks are like the escape of excess pres- 
sure.

Illinois Duck 
‘Report Is Both 
Good and Bad 


HAVANA, Ill, Nov. 15 (AP)— 
The news for Illinois duck hunt- 
‘ers is both good and bad this 
week. 

Good: There was a heavy duck 
flight from November 9 through 
November 11 and there now are 
about 2,015,000 ducks in the IIli- 
nois and Mississippi river valleys, 
compared with 644,000 a week 
ago. There are 1,741,000 in the 
Illinois valley, compared with 1, 
704,000 a year ago. 

Bad: The lakes froze last week- 
end, which makes for poor duck 
hunting despite the increased 
numbers. The ducks stay in the 
open water out toward the mid- 
dle, and don’t come along the 
shore and the hunters’ blinds. 
| With warmer weather, these lakes 
|/May open up, however. 

This report is by Frank Bell- 
rose, associate game specialist for 
the Illinois natural history sur- 
vey. It follows his weekly aerial 
census. 

Bellrose said there are about 
1,400,000 mallards in the Illinois 
valley now, compared with 1718,. 
000 a year ago—but there are 
fewer bluebills and blackjacks.

Weather plays an important 
part in the success or failure of 
many hunting and fishing expedi- 
tions. Edmund Waller said a long 
time ago, “Vexed sailors curse 
the rain for which poor shepherds 
prayed in vain.” The sailors and 
shepherds might well have been 
quail hunters and waterfowl 
hunters, for weather that is ex- 
cellent for one is poison to the 
other. On each planned trip, 
whether it be hunting or fishing, 
the first thought is of the weather. 

The duck hunter wants it cold 
and blustery, with a wind out of 
the north on which the ducks 
and geese will ride in their south- 
ern migration. Philander John- 
son’s bit of doggerel, “Oh, what 
a blamed uncertain thing this 
weather is; it blew and snew and 
then it thew, and now, by jing, 
it friz!”, suits the duck hunter 
to a “T” but it is of little com- 
fort to the quail hunter.

will fail to produce on days such | 
as these. 

There are many old adages 
about weather as it affects hunt- 
ing and fishing. Because they 
have merit and have lived through 
the ages, the hunter and fisher- 
man will do well to pay heed to 
many of them.

‘red in the mornings, sailors take 
warning” is certainly a weather 
indicator. A glowing, red sunset 
will assure a pleasant tomorrow 
but a red, hazy sunrise will mean 
either a storm or rain. A rain- 
bow in the morning means foul 
weather, but a rainbow in the 
evening portends a fair tomor- 
row. When the moon wears a halo 
or has a reddish cast, rain can 
be expected, but, if the moon 
is a clear white and the Milky} 
Way is accentuated, you can 
safely plan your quail hunt or 
fishing trip the next day. 

One of the favorite weather 
portends in the Ozarks is the be- 
havior of smoke as it ascends 
skyward from the cabin fireplace. 
If the smoke rises high and un- 
broken in a thread-like spiral, 
there’s good weather ahead. Low- 
hanging smoke that hugs the hol- 
lows and nestles on the crowns 
of the Ozark hills is a good in- 
dication of a rain in the near fu- 
ture. 

Maple and Poplar trees will 
show the underside of their 
leaves before a rain, and a heavy 
morning dew will predict a fair 
day. Clouds which move in op- 
posite directions at different lev- 
els will bring forth rain or a 
storm. Rain crows and tree frogs 
with their raucous croaks are ex- 
cellent prognosticators and one 
should take rain wear with him 
on a hunting or fishing trip. 
Crows, pitching and tumbling in 
higher atmosphere than they 
usually travel, warn the outdoors- 
man of gales and high winds in 
the offing. It also tells the duck 
hunter that the mallards and pin- 
tails will be riding in on the 
gale and for him to make ready. 

Mark Twain is alleged to have 
said, “Everybody talks about the 
weather but nobody does anything 
about it.” The hunter and the 
fisherman, it is true, can do noth- 
ing about the weather except to 
make their plans accordingly. 
Knowledge of what the weather 
signs predict is of great value in 
formulating these plans. The 
average hunter or fisherman will 
take in stride whatever weather 
may be his lot—whether it be 
cold or hot.

NEW YORK, Nov. 15 (AP) — 
After two successive weeks that 
saw Pacific Coast Conference 
players win, this week's Associ- 
ated Press Lineman of the Week 
award was snared by a Southwest 
Conference lineman—Lewis “Bud” 
McFadin, Texas guard. 

The nod went to McFadin for 
his sterling play against Baylor, a 
nip-and-tuck game won by Texas, 
27-20. 

Normally an offensive left 
guard, he was shifted to defense 
in the second half and played a 
major role in helping to stop the 
Bears.

It is generally believed that 
television is a development of the 
last few years, beginning with the 
period just before World War II. 
If ‘we have in mind modern re- 
finements of the ar which make 
home reception possible on the 
Scale it exists today, then this is 
essentially true. But experiments 
in the transmission of visual im- 
ages began as far back as 1873. 

That was the year in which an 
obscure telegraph operator named 
May, at the Irish terminal of a 
trans-Atlantic eable, was experi- 
menting with resistances made of 
silenium, then a comparatively 
new element. He observed that 
electrical resistances varied from 


time to time though he had made} 


no changes in the connections. 
Finally, he discovered that the 
variations were caused by differ- 
ences in the amount of sunlight 
“that happened to fall on the re- 
sistances. 

This discovery was of the ut- 
most importance, because May had 
stumbled upon the fact that elec- 
tronic impulses can take the form 
of light; and it was then but a

Boyd talked Sherman into mak- 
ing this change and also into let- 
‘ting him play the lead role of 
the new Hopalong. 

Calls for Closeups. 

Since that first “Hopalong”’ pic- 
ture was miade in 1934, Boyd has 
starred in some 66 films in the 
same series dealing with the ex- 
ploits of the legendary cowboy 
i|hero. Today, 54 of them are al- 
|ready available for television, and 
the success of these films on tele- 
vision must be attributed to 
Boyd’s remarkable foresight. 

As early as 1939 Boyd took in- 
finite pains to see to it that the 
Hopalong pictures then being 
filmed for the large movie theater 
screens were also easily adaptable 
to the smaller screens used in 
television sets. He did this by 
calling for more close-ups than 
ordinarily used in picture-making 
and also by talking the script- 
writers into twisting the stories 
so that most of the action would 
be filmed in daylight. 

Along with his natural acting 
ability Boyd possesses a shrewd 
business sense. In 1943 producer 
Sherman fired Boyd from his 
“Hopalong” role, after 15 years. 
But Boyd had a firm conviction 
that Hopalong would be a “nat- 
ural” for television and, with that 
in mind, gambled everything he 
owned on obtaining all the sub- 
sidiary rights to the character of 
“Hopalong Cassidy.” — 

Gains All Rights. 

Over a period of six years he 
acquired these rights one by one 
from author Mulford, but he still 
lacked the most important rights 
~those to the films themselves, 
which Sherman owned. 

Finally, in. March. of 1949, after 
spending every cent he had, Boyd 
obtained the rights to his 54 early 
pictures (all over seven years old 
and thus eligible to be shown on 
television) from Sherman. And

Thirty-five’ men and women 
work outside the camera range 
on a major dramatic hour like the 
“Philco Television Playhouse.” 
Their duties range from calling 
the camera shots in the control 
room above the acting scene to 
shifting properties, swinging the 
huge cameras across the floor, 
and helping the leading lady slip 
from sweater into blouse. 

Ten-Day Plans. 

Their high-speed, carefully-re- 
hearsed routines call for no fancy 
dress. Their assignment is to put 
the show on the air after a 10-day 
period of scenery construction, 
prop collection, lighting adjust- 
ments, camera plotting and actor's 
rehearsing. They have just one 
hour, : including time for commer- 
cials, to stage a production which, 
in comparable Broadway legiti- 
mate theater terms, usually re- 
quires six weeks to three months. 

In the case of the “‘Philco Tele- 
vision Playhouse,” the Sunday 
night dramatic showpiece of NBC, 
8,000,000 ,viewers on the average 
see the results of their effort each 
week. An even vaster audience 
sees the highly-rated “Texaco 
Star Theater” starring Milton 
Berle. 

The responsibility of the be- 
hind-the-scenes men is thus mag- 
nified. There are no re-takes in 
the Hollywood mannet.. Often the 
rehearsal time is insufficient for 
the complex effort. The ‘tension, 
therefore, is high when the stage 
manager on the studio floor drops 
his upheld finger .to signal that 
the show is on the air. 

Three Departments Involved. 

Three different departments 
gear their teams in the co-opera- 
tive staging. Cameramen, audio 
and video engineers, lighting ex- 
perts, mike men and boom men, 
and the technical director all 
come from the NBC Engineering 
department. Property men, stage 
hands, make-up specialists, cos- 
tumers and tittling artists report 
to NBC’s Staging Services depatt- 
ment, which is responsible for 
scenic design, construction, erec- 
tion and dressing. The program 
director and the stage manager 
come from the Program depart- 
ment, which is.responsible for the 
creative side of the show, the 
scripting, writing, performing and 
timing. 

Who co-ordinates these men on 
the studio team during air time? 

The show’s producer has the 
overall responsibility in the prepa- 
ration period prior to the red on- 
the-air light. The 
second-by-second direction comes 
from the control room itself, often 
out of sight of the studio action. 
The program director, and the 
technical director, both scan- 
ning the three or four monitors in 
front of them, work side by side. 

The program director or his as- 
sistant signals the technical direc- 
tor (TD) who gives the necessary 
orders for camera movement. An 
internal communications system 
of lightweight carphones carries 
the orders to cameramen or crew 
chiefs on the floor.

Started as a 
Boy Soprano 


Groucho Marx began his the-| & 


(atrical career as a boy soprano 
when he joined a Gus Edwards 
troupe in 1906 just before his 


‘eleventh birthday. This year, at. 


| 55, he has put in a bid to con- 
'quer a new field of entertain- 


i'ment — television — after more 
| than 40 years in show business, 
' during which time he reached the 
top in vaudeville, musical comedy, 
films and radio. His current post 
is emceeing NBC’s “You Bet 
Your Life,” which is both a radio 
and television feature (KSD-TV 
9:30 p.m. Wednesdays.) 

Groucho was born Julius Marx 
in New York City on Oct. 2, 1895. 


His father, Samuel Marx, had 
emigrated from _ Alsace, his 
mother, Minna _ (Schoenberg) 


Marx, from Germany. There were 
five brothers: 
Adolph (Harpo) and Milton (Gum- 
mo)—all born before Groucho— 
and Herbert (Zeppo)—who was 
born after. 

| The Marx Brothers owe their 
,careers to their mother, who had 
.a strong love for the theater. 
‘Her father was a German magi- 
cian and she had trouped with 
‘his show as a harp player. Her 
brother Al Shean of the famous 
Gallagher and Shean vaudeville 
team. 

Stranded in Denver. 

Since the head of the house- 
hold was a poor New York tailor, 
money was not too plentiful in the 
Marx family. However, Mrs. 
Marx scraped up enough money 
to give Chico, the eldest, piano 
lessons. (Harpo taught himself to 
play the harp). 

After Groucho’s experience with 
the Edwards act he joined a 
vaudeville troupe, the LeRoy Trio, 
which toured the country in 1908 
impersonating girl singers. 
Groucho was stranded in Denver 
when his voice changed. Later, in 
New York, he acted in a vaude- 
ville skit and sang between the 
acts. “y 
Mrs. Marx herself in the early 
1910s organized a trio of singers 
who included Groucho, a tenor 
and a girl—billed as “The Three 
Nightingales.” When Harpo joined 
them they became “The Four 
Nightingales”; when Mrs.. Marx 
and the boys’ aunt joined the act 
‘they became “The Six Mascots.” 

The Marx ‘act underwent many 
changes, Chico and Gummo final- 
ly teaming with Groucho and 
Harpo to become the Four Marx 
Brothers. It was Art Fischer, a 
monologist, who was responsible 
for changing their names to those 
by which they are known today. 
That was in 1916. 

‘Big Success Follows. 


During World War I Harpo and 
Gummo went into the Army, and 
Chico and Groucho toured Army 
camps. After the war Gummo 
left the act; Zeppo took his place. 
In 1922 the boys clicked when 
they bought a musical which they 
revised and titled “I'll Say She 
Is.” The show was a smash hit 
both in Chicago and in New York. 

There followed the big Marx 
successes: “The Cocoanuts” in 
1926 and “Animal Crackers” in 
1928. Both were later made into 
movies. Their other film suc- 
cesses included “Monkey Busi- 
ness,” ‘“Horsefeathers,” ‘Duck 
Soup” and “A Night at the Op- 
era.” 

The brothers retired from films 
in 1941 after>“The Big Store,” 
but returned by public demand 
and were together again in “A 
Night in Casablanca” in 1946. 
‘Meantime, Groucho wrote maga- 
zine articles and a book titled 
*“‘Many Happy Returns.”

People who look for a lepre- 
chaun at the foot of the garden, 
children, folks who like a good 
laugh, or. those who admire ar- 
tistry for its own sake—in other 
words, practically everybody — 
comprise the admirers. of Burr 
Tililstrom’s Kukla and Ollie and 
their human collaborator, Fran, 
who are seen Mondays through 
Fridays on the NBC television 
network (KSD-TV at 6 p.m.) 
sponsored by RCA Victor, Seal- 
test and Ford. 

The show, like Topsy, “just 
growed,” under the guidance of 
Tillstrom, accomplished mario- 
nette-puppet artist, and Beulah 
Zachary, executive producer, to 
become probably the first tele- 
vision show developed by and for 
the medium. 

Kukla is the first-born—a wist- 
ful, sentimental little character 
who is practical because the world 
demands it. Tillstrom created him 
for a friend some dozen years ago. 
Kukla was wrapped and packaged 
for shipment when Burr discov- 
ered he couldn’t part with him. 
Thereafter he lived in Tillstrom’s 
pocket while the boss traveled 
with puppet, marionette and 


Began to Bob Up. . 

It wasn’t long before co-workers 
and friends would automatically 
ask “Where’s Kukla?” whenever 
they met Burr and Kukla began 
to bob up everywhere—in parlors 
and restaurants, between scenes 
in marionette shows to offer caus- 
tic comments on his fellow artists. 
He got his name, incidentally, 
from the ballerina Taumanova; | 
literally, “kukla” is “doll” in Rus- 
sian and Greek. 


By 7939, when Tillstrom was 
doing shows at the New York 
World’s Fair, he had a troupe of 
three—Kukla, Ollie the dragon, 
and Mme. Ophelia Ooglepuss 
(pronounced Oglepuss), a slightly 
aging diva and dramatic star who 
still plays Shakespeare to the 
galleries. 


Ollie’s advent was due to tra- 
dition. Almost since the very first 
puppet show was given, a dragon 
has been a member of the troupe. 
Tillstrom, an animal lover, 
thought there must be some good 
even in dragons; so he created 
Ollie, a friendly dragon who 
wouldn’t hurt a flea. Indicative 
of Ollie’s character in his single 

“prehensile” tooth.

Tillstrom has had long experi- 
ence with RCA Victor. His first 
video experience dates back to 
the Summer of 1939 when he did 
“jeep” shows (not broadcast) for 
RCA at Marshall Field and Com- 
pany in Chicago. He had just 
turned down a trip to Europe 
with a marionette company when 
he saw a television demonstra- 
tion and decided that was the 
medium for him. 


In the Spring of 1940 he was 
sent to Bermuda by RCA to do 
ship-to-shcre telecasts—his being 
the distinction of doing the prst 
TV show in midocean. 

Tillstrom and Miss Zachary had 
long wanted to make Kukla and 
his cohorts a regular TV presen- 
tation and when, early in October 
of 1947, RCA wanted a show, the 
troupe was readied and made its 
debut on October 13 over Station 
WBKB (Chicago). Approximately 
a-year later it moved to NBC’s 
Chicago station, WNBQ, to be- 
come a full network presentation.

At 18 Wynn was a headliner in 
small-time vaudeville, earning 
$100 a week.

There’s one thing you have to 
say about television. When you 
appear regularly before the cam- 
eras, you never have any doubt 


about just what kind of a job; 


you're doing. 

Somehow, people who see you 
on their own’ sets in their own 
living rooms just take it for 
granted that you’re an old crony 
of several years’ standing. They’re 
constantly stopping you on the 
street to tell you how you looked 
last night, what they liked about 
the act and where they thought 
you were bad. It’s a constant in- 
dex of your popularity and the 
quality of the entertainment 
you’re handing out. 

If you’re a movie star people 
recognize you on the street, but 
somehow the fact that they saw 
you in a theater along with sev- 
eral hundred other people makes 
them hesitate to come up to you 
and tell you how you looked in 
the picture. The same with stage 
actors. And of course radio peo- 
ple—except the big stars who’ve 
also been in the movies and on 
television—usually go totally un- 
recognized 

No Antennas Around. 

But television, that’s another 
problem. Not only is everyone 
who’s seen'you a boon compan- 
ion, in half the cases he’s also’ 
an expert on television produc- 
tion.

“Television seemed to advance 
five years, at least, with the com- 
ing of CBS's ‘Toast of the Town’ 
show. Sparked by Ed Sullivan 
hitting a new high as an affable 
‘emcee, the video show maintained

‘crowd as the leader, thus far, in

‘riety fare.”

Tickets Are Prized. 


Public interest in “Toast of the 
Town” is such that complimen- 
tary tickets to it are among the, 
most prized on Broadway, wheth- 
er it’s the stage, screen or radio- 
television. Each night hundreds 
of persons hopeful of getting in 
without tickets pack the sidewalks 
on West Thirty-ninth street for 
more than a block. Scores of 
others, sightseers, gawkers and 
autograph hounds, haunt the 
stage door and box office en- 
trance. At least a dozen Broad- 
way 
are Ed Sullivan’s guests at every 
show, and at tbe half-hour break 
the cameras are turned on them 
in their seats while Sullivan has 
them take a bow. 

The great revue is produced by 
CBS in association with Marlo 
Lewis, youthful radio and adver- 
tising producer-executive. Ed 
Sullivan keeps an overall hand on 
the development and production 
of all the bills. Alex Leftwich, 
former Broadway stage director 
and radio producer, directs the 
show.

‘Non-Mingling’ 
Of Frequencies 


NEW YORK—Chris J. Witting, 
general manager of the Du Mont 


Television Network, this week em- 
phasized the economic necessity 
for minimum intermingling of 
very high frequency and ultra 
high frequency television chan- 
nels in the same city as a basic 
requirement for a nationwide and 
competitive viedo system. 

“It is vital to the future devel- 
opment of the industry,” he de- 
clared, “to make certain that the 
nation’s 178 major metropolitan 
areas desiring television be grant- 
ed their quota of channels wholly 
in one spectrum or the other.” 

This would make it unnecessary 
for viewers to buy converters for 
their sets, he pointed out, a step 
which would become necessary in 
many localities if the Federal 
Communication Commission’s 
present channel allocations plan 
were to go into effect. 

Urges Careful Planning. 

Non-intermingling of channels 
in the spectrum, Witting contin- 
ued, would also assure sponsors 
maximum audiences in every good 
market. 

Thé Du Mont executive recent- 
ly told the Commission that it 
had “an opportunity in a genera- 
tion” to establish, through care- 
fully considered pre-allocations, 
the foundation for a thoroughly 
competitive television system. 

The FCC’s present plan, Wit- 
ting declared, provides for an in- 
sufficient number of video outlets 
in. the nation’s major market 
areas. “This could stifle network 
competition and lead to monopo- 
listic control of televsion broad- 
casting.” 

The Commission’s present allo- 
cations plan provides for both 
VHF and UHF channels in the 
same areas, a system which, Wit- 
ting says, would deny set owners 
in VHF cities the opportunity to 
receive programs.telecast by any 
UHF stations in the area—unless 
they converted their sets so they 
could receive both VHF and UHF 
signals.

Of all the instruments yet de-| 


vised by man, the television cam- 
era is probably the most sensi- 


mi tive. It sees nat only the visible 


but the invisible as well. 

It will see a beard that is not 
a beard at all; it will see a spot 
on a suit that was washed off 
weeks ago. It will put rings under 
your eyes and lines in your face 
just after you have looked in the 
mirror and assured yourself that 
you never looked better in your 


e. 

All in all, it is a hard task mas- 
ter, as I have found in facing 
television cameras for the past 
year and a half. And the tele- 
vision audience tends to be just 
as critical as the cameras. 

For instance, when I go before 
the cameras each weekday to ap- 
pear on the NBC Camel News 
Caravan, I must make sure that 
the tie I am wearing hasn’t just 
had a dry cleaning job done on 
it. In some cases I have received 
letters from viewers complaining 
that what I had thought was a 
perfectly clean necktie was actu- 
ally-spotted like a leopard. The 
camera’s sensitive tubes had 
picked up the invisible traces of 
cleaner’s fluid. : 

Green Had Spots. 

The classic example of how this 
ability to see the invisible can 
play havoc with a television show 
was the time I had William 
Green, president of the AFL, as 
guest of my show. Just before 
we went on the air, one of the 
engineers, who was watching us 
on a studio monitor, signaled 
fratically to me. 

It seems that Green had a 
jacket, with a lapel that bore in-

The only solution was to have 
him trade jackets with the engi- 
neer, which he did. He went on

Another thing that television 
does is emphasize little actions 
that would otherwise go unno- 
ticed.

the table in full view of the au- 
dience.

Once Quentin Reynolds inad- 
vertently plucked a dollar bill, 
instead of a ten-dollar pill, out of 
his pocket and popped it into the 
bow]. Nobody .in the studio no- 
ticed it, but the next day our mail 
consisted of practically nothing 
but irate protests against poor 
Reynolds for his unintentional 
swindle.

Whistle Always Blows. 


Maybe here I should explain 

my police whistle. Whenever 
someone comes to watch our re- 
hearsal, he always goes away say- 
ing, “When did Berle get the idea 
he was a lion tamer?” This is 
a reference to the fact that at 
rehearsals I’ve always got a po- 
liceman’s whistle in my mouth, 
and I guess I blow it three or 
four hundred times during this 
final rehearsal, just the way 
Clyde Beatty used to do with his 
lions. 
The simple explanation is that 
without a whistle there’d be no 
way of hearing anything going 
on in the studio. With about 20 
musicians blowing into and bang- 
ing on their instruments, tap 
dancers, acrobats, singers, bicycle 
riders and roller skaters warming 
up on the stage or in the wings, 
a mere holler for silence can’t be 
heard in the first row of the or- 
chestra. But somehow they all 
can hear a cop’s whistle. 

Seven hours of whistle blowing 
and final rehearsing usually 
brings us right up to show time, 
7 p.m. on KSD-TV. 

So tell me anything you want 
about the show. But don’t tell 
me we don’t rehearse enough.

Ken Murray, a 11-time head- 
liner at the Old Palace Theatre 
Broad musical star, film lumi- 
nafy and former Columbia net- 
work favorite, has become famous 
as the man who refused to let 
vaudeville die. Now he’s on KSD- 
TY (7 p.m. Saturdays) with the 
Ken Murray’ Show. 

Murray, a six-foot-one bundle 
of restless energy and theatrical 
hoopla, whose familiar trade- 
marks are a cane, an unlit cigar 
and a rakishly-set fedora, turned 
a bright light on vaudeville’s near- 
ly. blacked out boards with his 
“Blackouts.” That was in June’ ' 
1942, the place the now widely- |: 
known El Captain Theatre in| 
Hollywood. .. | & 

Murray, back at the footlights 
after a screen and radio career, 
drew up a-plan for a flock of 
variety acts tied together as a 
musical revue without the usual 
book, and sold it to Hollywood 
Theatre interests. 

Becomes a Holdover. 

“Blackouts of 1942” was a hit,

After seven years, | 
it closed at the El Capitan in. 
August and moved to New York’ 
for a limited stay at the Ziegfeld | 
Theater. 

Ken Murray, whose smash | 
show unquestionably has influ- 
enced the current rebound of 
vaudeville in both the theater and 
television, packs more than a 
quarter of century of experience 
in show business. He was born 
Kenneth’ Abner Doncourt on July 
14, 1903, in New York City. His 
father, Joseph Doncourt, was a 
vaudeville topper in his day, his 
mother a nonprofessional. 

Before Murray was out of short | 
pants he expressed a wish to be 
an actor. His parents had no spe- 
cial objection, but they preferred 
that he become a lawyer, doctor 
or businessman, 

He spent part of his boyhood 
on a farm near Kingston, N.Y., 
attended high school there, then 
became a singing salesman in a 
record shop, a compromise be- 
tween his own ambitions and his 
folks’ wishes. The job only whet- 
ted his yearning for show life. 


Clicks in First Act. 

One day in 1922, a vaudeville | 
turn named Morey, Senna and’ 
Dean hit town. Morey left the 
act. Young Doncourt got wind of | 
it and audaciously applied for the | 
spot. To his surprise, he got it, | 
with the provision that he change | 
his name to Murray to keep the 
act’s billing. : | 

A Sarrulous, cocky wit, Murray | 
clicked with the combination. 
After two years with his partners, 
he sensed his growing stature as 
an entertainer and switched to a 
double act called Ken Murray 
and Charlotte. They played the 
Keith-Albee circuit for a year. 
Four years later, he played at the 
Palace. Murray then made an- 
-other upward move: by taking 
over a Harry Carroll unit. 

By 1927, he had his own Ken 
Murray unit booked on the Or- 
pheum circuit. The show, super 
funmaking in the Ken Murray 
manner,- knocked every house 
cold. 

Next on the Murray climb to 
the top was Broadway’s temple of 
ermine-and-purple vaudeville, the 
great Palace. He won a billing in 
1928. The next year, he headed 
a Palace bill, and in three years

Mean- 
while, he co-starred in Univer- 
sal’s “You're a Sweetheart,” with 
Alice Faye, and Paramount’s “A 
Night at Earl Carroll’s.”

That’s the show in a nutshell.

REARING TO BLOGK 


RCA Asks U.S. Judges to 
Allow Use of Its Sys- 
tem— Other Plaintiffs 
Assail FCC Order. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 15 (AP)— 
Arguments were continued today 
before a three-judge Federal 
court panel in connection with 
the scheduled start of color tele- 
vision next Monday. 

The side of the defendants in 
suits brought by Radio Corpora- 
tion of America was presented by 
attorneys for the Federal Com- 
munications Commission and the 
Columbia Broadcasting System. 

RCA and affiliates, the Na- 
tional Broadeasting Company and 
RCA-Victor Distributing Corpora- 
tion; are seeking an injunction to 
block the first commercial color 
telecasts set for Monday by CBS. 
The FCC has approved the CBS 
color process. Joining with RCA 
in attacking the order at yester- 
day’s opening hearing were attor- 
neys of several other plaintiffs 
permitted to intervene in-the ac- 
tion. 

A decision may not be made un- 
til the first scheduled CBS color 
telecasts on Monday. However, 
the judges could issue a tem- 
porary restraining order until 
they make their ruling. CBS has 
asked for an immediate decision. 
The panel’s ruling could be ap- 
pealed directly to the Supreme 
Court, bypassing the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals. CBS 
and the FCC are seeking a sum- 
mary judgment upholding the 
FCC ruling, which was made last 
Oct. 11. 

In yesterday’s arguments, John 
Cahill, an attorney for RCA, asked 
the judges to allow use of the 
RCA color television system. He 
contended the public would have 
to spend $1,500,000,000 to get 
CBS color into their homes. He 
said the CBS system is the same 
one CBS was experimenting with 
in 1940. He said the public now 
owns 7,400,000 black and white 
TV sets. 

Attorney Simon Rifkind, repre- 
senting Emerson Radio Corp., one 
of the parties allowed to inter- 
vene, said the FCC order had hurt 
sales of TV black and white sets. 
One Chicago radio manufacturing 
firm, he said, has received can- 
celation of $300,000 in orders for 
TV sets and that Emerson's back- 
log of orders has dropped 60 per 
cent. He added RCA’s business 
is off 50 to 75 per cent. 

The FCC, in approving the CBS 
system over other processes, in- 
cluding RCA’s, held it was cheap- 
er, simpler and gave superior 
color. The CBS color system re- 
quires a motor-driven spinning 
color disk on receiving sets at the 
present stage of development. 

RCA has developed an elec- 
tronic color tube which is com- 
patible. This means that with 
this tube owners of ordinary 
black and white receiving sets 
could receive color broadcasts in 
black and white without any addi- 
tional equipment or adaptation. 
This is not possible under the 
CBS process, which requires an 
adapter for black and white re- 
ception, and a converter for color. 


Industry Wants Electronic Tube, 
Philco Executive Says. 
James H. Carmine, executive 
vice president of Philco Corp., 
said in St. Louis yesterday that 
the industry in convinced that an 


vision should be adopted instead 
of the mechanical system ap- 
proced by the Federal Communi- 
cations Commission. 

The principal set manufactur- 
ers, he said, take the stand that 
a compatible electronic color tele- 
vision system will be developed. 
Under this system, color programs 
could be received in black and 
white on present sets without the 
use of adapters or converters. 

Philco has no plans for making 
adapters or even for the produc- 
tion of sets that would receive 
programs telecast by the color 
system approved by FCC, he said.

NEW YORK. 
T seems to me that everyone is 


going over the elections trying. 


to figure out the meaning of 
the way in which the citizens 


voted. I cannot presume to speak 
for the Republican party, but for 
the Democratic party I think 
there are some rather useful les- 
sons to be learned. . 

First and foremost I think it 
would be well to look among the 
younger men in our party and 
pick out some that might learn 
politics and begin their education. 
The attitude of the usual county 
or city leader, when he is looking 
for material to take a political 
office, is that it must be someone 
who has worked in the political 
organization. As a matter of fact, 
if you could find a good business 
man or someone who was taking 
his place in the community and 
making a name for himself as be- 
ing interested in helping every- 
body to improve the general life 


of the community, you would have 
more ee

THIS CHANGE would give the 
party organization a shot in the 
arm which might be badly needed. 
I think the people showed in their 
voting that they did not like deals 
arranged for them which handed 
them candidates that they really 
felt had not been chosen by their 
representatives.

Detecting Delinquency Before the Act 


Harvard Husband-Wife Team, After !0-Year Study, Report on Factors That Lead Boys to Trouble 


By Dickson Terry 


O YOU have a little juvenile 
Dacctinquent in your home? 


It’s never too early to find 


out, according to Prof. Sheldon 
Glueck and his wife, Dr. Eleanor 
Glueck, of the Harvard Law 
School. They have perfected a 
fairly workable formula for de- 
tecting delinquency before, and 
not after, the act. 

Consequently, parents can de- 
termine, by a number of pretty 
unmistakable signs, if one of their 
offspring is headed toward de- 
linquency—signs such as defiance, 
suspicion, destructiveness; per- 
sonalities which are adventurous, 
extroverted, stubborn 
tionally unstable. 

Parents who learn the signs 
will, as a natural consequence, 
ask what is to be done about it. 
The only answer the Gluecks 
offer so far is “character prophy- 
laxis,” which means a series of 
mental and emotional checkups, 
given the children just like their 
doctor gives them physical check- 


ups. 

The Gluecks, who are already 
well known for their studies in 
criminal law, made known their 
findings regarding juvenile de- 
linquency in their latest book, 
“Unraveling Juvenile Delinquen- 
cy,” which is the result of 10 
years of study involving 1000 
youngsters, both delinquent and 
non-delinquent. The book was 
published by the Commonwealth 
Fund in New York. 

The authors find that delin- 
quency arises from a complex of 
biological and social causes, and 
they have succeeded in isolating a 
number of factors which distin- 
guish delinquent boys from those 
who stay out of trouble. 

On the other hand, surprising- 
ly enough, their studies have 
shown that many factors, hitherto 
thought sure-fire causes of de- 
linquency, often have nothing to 
do with the matter. They include 
such causes as drunkenness in 
the family; extreme poverty and 
differences in parents’ ages. 

Their studies make it possible 
to spot boys who will become law- 
breakers and boys who will not, 
in most cases, by the time boys 
enter the first grade of school. 
Which is, as a rule, long before 
they become delinquent in the 
ordinary sense and in the eyes 
of the law. 

The difference shows up 
three things: 

1, The boy’s relations with his 
father and mother. 

2. The kind of physical, 
sonality, temperamental 
character type he is. 

3. How he gets along with other 
people. 

‘The quality of a boy’s home 
life, the Gluecks found, is far 
more important than where his 
home is situated, i,e., in the 
slums or the better districts.

as smoking, stealing nickels out 
of his mother’s purse, and stay- 
ing out late, are no sure indica- 
tions that a boy will become a 
persistent violator of the law. 

“It is clear,” the Gluecks say, 
“that in the home and in the 
parent and child relations are to 
be found the crucial roots of 
character which make for accept- 
able or unacceptable adjustment 
to the realities of life in society.” 

The Gluecks were helped in 
their research by a battery of 
specialists—doctors, psychiatrists, 
psychologists, social workers. ed- 
ucators and anthropologists. They 
made intensive studies of 500 
boys who are serving sentences 


in two homes for boys in Massa-. 


chusetts. These were compared 
with a carefully matched group of 
500 boys from the public schools 
of Boston who had never been in 
trouble with the police.

OTH groups of boys were se- 
Biected from the same types of 

neighborhoods. — low income 
neighborhoods with a high rate of 
delinquency. The aim was to dig 
out the many factors found in the 
lives of both groups and deter- 
mine why one group became de- 
linquent and the other remained 
socially adjusted. 

The two groups were matched 
in age and represented similar 


religious backgrounds, In age 
they were from 11 to 17 years. 
Both groups were matched as to 
general intelligence, so it could be 
determined whether delinquents 
differ from non-delinquents in in- 
telligence. The average I1.Q. of 
the two groups was virtually the 
same. 

ror the purpose of their study, 
they defined delinquency as “re- 
peated acts of a kind which, when 
committed by persons past the 
juvenile court age of 16, are pun- 
ishable as crimes.” 

The boys were given I.Q. tests, 
spent hours with investigators, 
were given physical examinations, 
psychiatric interviews and other 
tests. Meanwhile, trained social 
workers spent many hours talking 
with the family of each, as well 
as with his teachers and any 
others who might be.a source of 
data. 

After months of study and an- 
alysis, the Gluecks were able to 
develop their “prediction tables” 
whereby a trained person could 
separate, at an early age, the 
probable future delinquents from 
those likely td stay out of trouble. 
They found dramatic differences 
between delinquents and the non- 
delinquents on the three major 
points listed above. 

Point number one, which con- 
cerns the boy’s relations with his 
parents, really turned on five

The factors which showed up 
most among delinquents, where 
this point was concerned, were a 
father whose discipline was either 
lax or overstrict, or erratic, but 
never firm and kindly; a mother 
who left the boy to his own de- 
vices without provision for a 
healthy use of his leisure time; 
parents who rejected the child 
emotionally, a family whose home 
was “just a place to hang your 
gy 

Not all the delinquents suffered 
from all these handicaps. On the 
other hand, if a family had a good 
score on these points, the chances 
were only three in 100 the boy 
would turn out to be a delin- 
quent. If the family situation 
were poor in all five respects, the 
chances were 98 in 100 the boy 
would become a delinquent. 

* * * 

HE five points of the charac- 
T ier trait (point number two) 

were: Social assertion, defi- 
ance, suspicion, destructiveness 
and impulsiveness. If a boy had all 
these characteristics to a notice- 
able degree there was every 
chance in the world, the Gluecks 
concluded, that he would turn out 
to be a delinquent. If he scored 
low on these points, the chances 
of his delinquency were only 15 
out of a 100. 

Regarding point number three 
—how he gets along with other 
people—the Gluecks found that 
if a youngster was usually look- 
ing for a change, excitement or 
risk; if he usually did what he 
pleased; if he could easily be 
swayed to wrong by appeal to 
his feelings; if he was usually re- 
sisting because he felt thwarted, 
or if his feelings were in conflict, 
then the chances were 93 in 100 
he would become a delinquent. 
If on the other hand, he scored 
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low on these points, the odds 
were ay five to 100, 
de from the indications of 


p other 
on the subject. Their studies 
showed, for instance, that even in 
regions of the most adverse so- 
cial conditions, most children do 
not commit acts of theft, burglary 
assault and the like.

MONG the delinquent boys, 
A more than half were past eight 

years old at the first persistent 
signs of misbehavior. The average 
age of their first conviction for * 
law violation was 1242 years. 

A study of body types, as part .- 
of the investigation, revealed that 
in general the delinquent boys 
were of a muscular, tightly-knit 
built with  well- proportioned 
bodies, while a large percentage 
of the non-delinquents were of 
the linear, fragile type. 


Temperamentally, the delin- 
quents were restlessly energetic, 
impulsive, extroverted, aggressive, 
destructive and often sadistic. 
Their attitudes were hostile, de- 
fiant, resentful, suspicious, unsub- 
missive to authority. 


Intellectually they leaned to- 
ward direct, or concrete expres- 
sion rather than symbolic or in- 
tellectual. Also, they were less 
methodical in their approach to 
problems. 


The study revealed that ill 
health, large families and con- 
flict of cultures, long thought to 
be important factors in de- 
linquency, seemed to make no 
differences. 

The Gluecks are continuing 
their study of the vast and valu- 
able material gained in the 10- 
year survey, and further results 
will be published in a series of 
later volumes. While their work 
has not yet reached the point 
where it can provide the school 
or the home a positive formula 
for detecting ard preventing 
juvenile delinquency, it is no 
doubt headed in that direction 
and the time may come when 
the family psychiatrists, through 
period checkups, can head off 
delinquency, just as the pedia- 
trician now heads off a number 
of physical ailments which used 
to be considered inevitable.

It took very little vision on 
South’s part to see that setting up 
one heart trick, or avoiding the 
loss of a heart trick, would be 
equally valueless. Two discarding 
opportunities for the low clubs 
were urgently needsd. Surely, it 
was unimportant that South might 
go down an extra 50 points by this 
play or that—the vital matter was 
to give the slam contract its best 
chance, and the way to do that 
was to play the, heart ten from 
dummy, after West played low. 
With the ten holding the trick, 
South could then simply lead and 
pass the heart king, discarding 
one club then, and another later, 
on the established heart queen.

Wars, 
depressions, the insecurity and 
emptiness of life have so terri- 
fied men that they have tried 
to close off their contacts with 
the outside world and have be- 
gun to seek for satisfactions in 
their own limited selves. That is 
why psychiatry is having such a 
field-day; the modern soul, 
alarmed at what it finds with- 
out, has drawn down the shades 
and begun to look for content- 
ment in analyzing its own un- 
‘eonsciousness, anxieties and 
fears, its doldrums and frustra- 
tions. 
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BUT SUCH self-containment 
can prove a prison if one is 
locked into it with his own ego 
alone, for there is no more con- 
fining strait-jacket in the world 
than that of the self left to it- 
self. The cure never lies in 
using a psychoanalytic scalpel 
to release the inner moral pus 
and watch it flow; that is a mor- 
bid act for both the patient and 
the doctor. The cure, rather, 
consists in discovering why one 
is lonely, and afraid of solitude 
--for most people have a dread 
of being alone, without knowing 
why the prospect freightens 
them. 

The problem of our day is 
this problem of finding interior 
peace, and it is in this that the 
twentieth century is marked 
off from the nineteenth. <A 
hundred years ago men looked 
to the exterior world for the 
answers to their problems:

A deep and occasionally somber romantic beauty pervades this 
lovely Schumann. It is played here with restrained poetic feeling 
by both artists; Balsam’s musicianship at the piano is particularly 
notable. The Dvorak pieces, lyrical and reminiscent Of Brahms, 
are also well done. The recording is excellent.
